Dr. G. K. Gilbert, of the 
United 


States Geological Survey, says that a 
comparison of age records for a period 
of twenty years shows that the lanri 
surrounding the Great Lakes is be- 
ing gradually tilted from northeast to 
southwest at such a rate that, of two 
points one hundred miles apart, the 
northern rises five inches with refer- 
ence to the southern in one hundred 
years. At Chicago the lake level rises 
about one inch in ten years. Doctor 
Gilbert predicts that, if this movement 
continues, in about thret thousand 
years all the upper lakes will discharge 
into the Illinois river, the Detroit and 
St. Clair rivers will flow backward, 
carrying the water of Lake Erie into 
Lake Huron, and the Niagara river 
will run dry.

Old Uncle 
Jiuamie Patterson, the venerable 
gatekeeper, who has been an attache 
of tne White Sulphur from time im- 
memorial, was the floor servant on 
the row in which the Clay cottage 
was located and helped to serve the 
banquet. He hays that the deport- 
ment of the host and the guests, wa* 
eminently proper uutil about the 
hour of midnight, but fium tbitt 
time of the inght until the morning 
dawned there wat a high old tune 


Paiil«-> of the Y. M. C. A. on the premibes. When the cloth 


of the coming had been removed and the Powbatau 


pipes were brought in—the degener- 
ate practice of cigar and cigarette 
was not in vogue in those halcyon 
days—some one called for music, 
and a messenger was tent for a ne- 
gro tiddler, who soon appeared with 
his old fashioned instrument.

the Gourd," but when he touched up 
"MississippiSawyer ' Mr. Clay step- 
l>ed into the middle of the floor and 
gave them a Kentucky breakdown.

las a paper on th 
Greater New York 


entitled "Reasoning Out a Metropolis. " 
Mr. Ingeraoll says : 


The merchants of New York sent to 


the continent of Europe more ships than 
tbe merchants of other cities, who trad- 1 
ed mainly with Great Britain, w that 
tbii city was better known throughout 
Europe, and her vessels were tbe handi- 
est for emigrants from France, Ger- 
many and Holland. Agents of the New 
York merchants and of the government. 
who were seeking and encouraging im- 
migration, could show that this port 
was the most advantageous landing 
place for a man who was going on west, 
and the sea captains explained that it 
was the safest and quickest port to 
make because the course lay south of 
the stormy, foggy region nortb of Gape 
God, and the city was much closer to 
the open 'sea than either Philadelphia 
or Baltimore. At any rate immigration 
increased in favor of New York as time 
went on, and the stream of incoming 
people iwellod until in th« decade from 
1884 to 1804 it amounted to about 600,- 
000 immtgranta a year, 600, M6 arrtv- 
uu; in i«oo alone, not counting 
trosa Owafe and Mwioo.

Ark are the common nasturtium, the 
South African lily, and some of the 
marigolds, and in Brazil 
there is a 


grass which at certain hours of vhe 
night shines with a bright light. 
It 


was at one time thought that the lum- 
inosity had an electric origin, but Dr. 
Joseph Hooker thought it due 'o a 
•low, heatless combustion of some part 
<rf the plant. It is evidently phosphor- 
escent, akin to the light of the glow- 
wonu, and to that of substances us^.l 
In producing luminous paint. 
It re- 


**mbles the last named as being bright- 
est after a sunny day, when much light 
may have been absorbed, beginning to 
show some time after sunset, and tad- 
ing some time before dawn. That some 
vital process may also be concerned is 
probable.

Tiptoa 
county. Pour year* later, when he re- 
turned from the war. the tree was 
bearing fruit and he pulled off one of 
the apple*. He placed It in a chemical 
solution and kept it away from the air. 
It is as rosy and solid to-day ae it was 
thirty years ago and look* as if It 
would make capital eating. He prizes 
it very highly and exhibits it with a 
great deal of pride.

At one of these es- 
tablishments 3,000 


tons of iron ore. coke and limestone 
are consumed each day. 
Long trains 


bring this mixture, which is known to 
the workmen as "burden," into the 
works. Tbe cars are brought up on 
trestles and emptied into long bins, 
the furnace is kept full and burns con- 
tinuously. 
The gases rise and are 


carried off and the solid matter, gradu- 
ally dissolving and softening, steadily 
descends, when the space thus left va- 
cant is immediately filled by the "bur- 
den." 
An examination of the interior 


of the furnace would show a top layer 
of crude material with a temperature 
of about 500 degrees Fahrenheit. A 
few feet below this the temperature of 
1,000 degrees Fahrenheit has decom- 
posed the limestone and formed car- 
bonic acid and lime.

there is a strata with a temperature of 
1,500 to 1.700 degrees.

One of the street railway companies 


of New York city is building a plant 
which will contain the most extensive 
motive power ever operated as an in- 
dependent plant. 
When this is com- 


pleted 218 miles of street railway will 
be operated with tiiis one method of 
traction. 
The current fiom the cen- 


tral station will be distributed by the 
use of high potentials, which will su- 
persede the volt distribution which has 
heretofore been in use. 
The building 


is to be four stories high, with boiler 
house and engine room of two stories. 
There will be 87 water tube boilers of 
SOO horse power each. Forced draught 
will be used and storage tor 9,000 tons 
of coal is provided. Blaven enormous 
compound condensing engines of the 
vertical type will each have a maxi- 
mum capacity of 6,600 horse power. 
These engines are set up m two rows 
and stand parallel with the dividing 
wall of the power house. 
Each has 


a direct connection with the three- 
phase alternating current generator. 
The 6,000 volt current is to be led to 
the sub-stations. Here the rotary and 
static transformers will take it up and 
convey it in 550-volt currents to the 
wires. 
It seems an almost incredible 


statement that the greatest advance in 
motive power is to be found in the 
large ocean steamers. Any one of three 
or four of the great passenger boats 
has at command 
double the motive 


power that is to be found even in the 
largest manufacturing plants in the 
country.

From Tid Bits: The Chenab irriga- 


tion canal in the northwest provinces, 
India, is 200 feet broad. It is doubt- 
less the largest canal in the world. 
Its main channel is 450 miles long, 
while the principal branches have an 
aggregate length of 2,000 miles, and 
the village branches will extend, when 
completed, tor an additional 4,000 
miles. Apart from irrigation the long- 
est canal in the world is that which 
extends from the frontier of China to 
St. Petersburg and is 4,472 miles in 
length. Another Russian canal, from 
Astrakhan to St. Petersburg, Is 1,434 
miles long; both the last named canals 
were begun by Peter the Great. The 
Bengal canal, connecting with the 
River Ganges, completed in 1S54, is 
900 miles in length and cost £2,000,000 
sterling, or £2,200 per mile. The total 
length of canals in India for irrigating 
8,000,000 acres is calculated at 14,000 
miles. The Canal Du Midi, connecting 
the Atlantic with the Mediterranean, 
is 148 miles long. The Caledonian ca- 
nal in Scotland has a length of sixty 
miles. The Suez canal is eighty-eight 
miles long, and the Erie 360; the Ohio 
canal, 332; the Miami and Erie, 374; 
the Manchester ship canal, 35% miles.
